JASCES LILLIBRIDGE. 


Jamos Lillibridgo was born in Exeter, It. 
., about tho year 17Gn. But little is known 
f hia parentage beyond tho fact that while 
Barnes was yet a boy his mother and sisters 
:opt a sailors' board!ug-houso iu what is 
:nown as tbo Bobanua House on tbo Long 
Vlmrf in Newport. It is understood that 
is mother's narno was Mo wry. Jnmos was 
arly put to a mechanical trade. 
Ho did 


ot HTO ou friendly terms with bis mother 
ud sisters; whether their modo of life was 
istfistcful to him, or ho was regarded by 
ioin as an mcumbranco upon tho household, 
s not known; but in consequence of a family 
uarrel bo left Newport and went lo soa. 
[o then took tho surname of ''Murray," and 
pas henceforth known as ;'Jnmo3 Murray." 
lo is next brought to notice at Tranquebar, 
seaport of Tangier in Hmdoostau, about 
7i)U. 
Having heard that certain Frenchmen 


who had entered tho servico of tho Mnhrat- 
a princes bad arisen rapidly in rank and 
ortuuo, and tbat tho servico of foroigimera 
apablo of instructing tbo natives in tho 
isciplino and art of war wnro not only ac- 
optablo to, but were greatly sought aftor 
y those local dignitaries, ho determined to 
eek occupation in their employment. 
Though tho Divnea woro at tbis time in 
ossossion of tho port of Tranqtibnr, tho 
orvauts of tbo British "\Vost India company 
uardcd tho Mabratta dominions to prevent 
ae ingress of foreigners. Murray evaded 
LO vigilance of the British officers, and on- 
orcd tho province of Holkar, ono of tho 
nosfc formidable of tbo Mahrattrt chiefs, 
'oro bo met with a cordial reception, and 
•aa given a servico which was sufficiently 
ill of adventure to answer tbo wildest con- 
cptions of his youthful and untutored 
aiicy.

Ho maintained bis position at fir.s 
with difficulty, for at ono time bis situatio 
was so desperate that it in said his eutir 
force was reduced to eight badly arme 
men ; but be finally succeeded in firmly OH 
tablishiug his authority over a cousidorahl 
province of India. Afterwards, upon tb 
breaking out of ft war between tbo Britia 
government aud tbo Mahratta chiefs, Mur 
ray 
surrendered 
bis 
sovereignty ant 


proclaimed 
tho 
supremacy 
o 


Great Britain over his principality, and a 
tbo bead of 7,000 native cavalry, entaret 
tbo service of tbo British government. A 
tbis time it was said that bo was "tbo !JCB 
partisan warrior in India;" ho was then 
"conspicuous for bis invincible courage am 
undaunted presence of mind, as well aa fo 
his personal prowess," He was recoivot 
into Britisb servico with great courtesy 
and the fullest confidence was reposed in 
him. Ho retained bis independent com 
mond, and was actively employed in tbt 
most daring and dangerous enterprises o, 
that terrible war, besides engaging iu mosl 
of tho sanguinary battles of the war. 
With 
his 
unaided command ho took 


both Indoro and Madwo, and at Cawn- 
pore, when tho British army lost 10,- 
000 men, in four several attempts to take 
tbo place by storm, Murray was continually 
in action in command of bis cavalry. Then 
too, on tbo opposite side, hanging upon the 
flank of tho British army at the head of an 
immc-iisu uuuy or cavalry, was Hoiker, Mur 
ray's old master. This was Murray's oppor- 
tunity to sottlo the old quarrel, an oppor- 
tunity which, from tbo result of tbe battle, 
uid from what wo know of Murray's charac- 
ter, it is just to suppose was not altogether 
nsglected. 


At tbo close of the Mahratta war, a treaty 


was entered into between the Governor-Gen- 
eral of India and the Mahratta chiefs, by 
ono of tho articles of which, the chiefs 
stipulated 
never 
again 
to take into 


Jieir service an American officer, or to per- 
mit an American to enter their dornmioiitj. 
This surpassing compliment to the skill antl 
courage of Murray was a restraint upon his 
dec of freedom to servo with whom ho 
would, and did not well accord with his 
irocoucoivcd notions of hia rights. 
Then 


,he British oflicera who, wbilo ho was so 
joWcrful an ally in war, bad treated 
u'm with 
tbo 
greatest 
consideration, 


ipou tbe return of peace iu social life, 
found little in Murray to attract thorn, 
neglected him and treated him with indif- 
erence. 
Tho government bad degraded 


lim to n, majority, and had retired him up- 
on half pay. The mail who had dictated 
o and divided empire with 
sovereign 


)rinces, could not ouduro what sooniod to 
lim to be o degradation, even from that 
jovorumcnt under whoso sovereignty he 
vas boru. 
So Hurray resolved to leave 


bo British service, and to return to tho 
Jnited States and tbcro to lead *'a life of 
usury and tranquillity." 


This was iu 1800. Ho had acquired a 


•onsiderablo fortune which ho remit tod to 
Calcutta, whither ho went to tako passage 
,o his native country. He was then in tho 
irimo of lifo, and many years of usefulness 
uight have boon before him, and if bo had 
boon permitted to return to his own country 
and lo tako part iu tbo war of 1812-1!;", ho 
might htu'G added feats of valor to enrich 
,bo annals of his own country to those 
which wore wasted in the service of 
mbobs, 
rajahs, 
and 
other barbarous 


iriucos. Ho loved his country, for it is 
aid tbat bo often loaned his countrymen 
arge sums of money upon no other assurance 
ban that they wero Americans and in want. 


A few days before tho time Uxod for his 


luibarkation from Calcutta, ho gave n grand 
:ntertaiumeut to bis friends in that city. 
Lftor dinner, when elated by wine, he 
nouutcd his Arabian cliurger, and for tho 
ntortainmont oE his guoats jumped tho 
veil-trained horse over tbo diniug-tablo ; 
mally tho horse's foot was caught in tho 
arpet of tho pavilion, and tlio rider, who 
was said to bo among the best horsemen 
inown in tbat country, was violently 
brown, and received au internal injury 
vhich was neglected, and mortification wan 
uducod, causing his death. 
In ordinary lifo "ho was a mild and r.ima- 


ilo man, but when aroused into anger ho 
iccauio ferocious and ungovernable. Ho 
vas of ft middling stature, pleasing expros- 
ion of countenance, bad great bodily 
treugth and agility, and was unrivalled in 
lie use of the broadsword." 
Upon ono occasion, when attacked by 


oven native cavalrymen, he slow three of 
lieni and then escaped from tho remaining 
our.

erfoctly known, for ho was modest and not

With this they loft tha place and 
hanged their habits of lifo. 
Such is a brief outline of one who, with- 
ut tho advantages of an education, was 
orcod out upon tho world and there sought 
dvonturo.
